You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said town 
on the second ‘Tuesday of March next, at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects : 

ARTICLE ft. ‘To choose a Moderator to preside in said meet- 
ing. 

ARTICLE 2. ‘To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 

ARTICLE 3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the support of schools, for the maintenance of poor, for the 
laying out and repairing highways and building and _ repairing 
bridges and for other necessary changes arising within the town. 

ARTICLE 4. ‘To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees or Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

Pee NUAL REPORT 


OF CHE 


SCHOOL BOARD 


The several schools in the Town School District have been in 
session twenty-eight weeks during the year with one exception ; 
the fall term in No. 6 kept two weeks less on account of several 
cases of diphtheria in the next house to the school house. 

The school in No. 1, now the Adams District, is still in session, 
there having been a fall term of twelve weeks and the winter term 
is to be of the same length. 

It appears to your Board that gratifying results have been 
attained in every school, and in no sense has any teacher proved 
a failure, but we wish to mention a few particulars. 

There have been several young teachers employed, all of whom 
brought ‘to the work an earnestness of purpose, enthusiasm and 
aptness for teaching which promise for them success in the teach- 
er’s calling. ‘The fall term in No. 1 was opened in the thoroughly 
renovated and attractively repaired Adams Academy building and 
a graduate from Bridgewater Normal School was employed as 
teacher. ‘The second week of the school he was offered a more 
lucrative situation in Massachusetts and he left at the close of the 
week. Mrs. Carrie Pettee was engaged to take his place and 
there was but one day’s interruption of the school. Mrs. Pettee 
is an experienced teacher and knows how to develop the think-

ing powers of her pupils and trains them to give full and clear 
explanations of problems in arithmetic, while her kind and 
cheerful ways make each pupil feel that she is his friend. 

Miss Bartlett, the teacher in No. 5, throughout the year, was for 
many years an instructor in the schools of Chicago. She thor- 
no scholar was

oughly understands what is called ‘‘busy work ;’ 
told to sit still with folded hands, but useful employment was 
found for all the moments. Her instruction was not confined to 
topics in the text books, but much general information was im- 
parted. In this school are several who rank high in penmanship. 

It is gratifying to note that we consider there has been an in- 
crease in the thoroughness of instruction in all the schools ; bret 
the universal comment of parents on the work done in the fall 
term in No. g, has been, ‘“lhere has been very thorough instruc- 
tion, the children fad to learn.” In all the schools there has 
appeared a lack of ability among the pupils to give*full and clear 
explanations in arithmetic. It seemed to us that the mental 
arithmetic in use was not what was needed and this year the revised 
“Colburn’s Intellectual Arithmetic”? was introduced. ‘The Board 
at each visit at the close of the terms of school have asked to hear 
recitations in this study. The result has been pleasing. A class 
in No. 8 who began this study this year, at their lengthy recita- 
tation at the close of the fall term, gave fer/ec/ explanations. 
The best class in grammar in the schools was in the grammar 


. division in the No. rt; it showed very thorough drill by the 


teacher and close application on the part of the scholars. 

An effort was made in the spring to hire a suitable room in No. 
11, that the primary division of that school might be divided, a 
second teacher procured, so as to relieve the crowded state of 
the room. 

The attempt proved futile; so an assistant was obtained and 
classes were taken to recite into the rotunda, which was comfort- 
ably warmed when cold weather came. ‘The result was a relief 
to the principal teacher and afforded double facilities for instrue- 
tion and the improvement was very manifest.

We were sorry to see a falling off in attendance in all the 
schools the last part of the fall term. ‘There were a few cases of 
sickness. but an appreciation on the part of some of the parents 
of the privilege of having several more weeks of school than in 
former years, for which money was voted at the school meeting, 
would have kept the numbers in attendance nearly to the average. 

School books and school supplies were furnished the pupils ac- 
cording to law; changes were made in readers, arithmetics and 
grammars. 

‘The money raised for repairs being inadequate to cover the 
expense of what is needed to be done, none of it has been used 
and the repairs have been but temporary. New _ teachers’ desks 
have been provided for three districts. Extensive repairs are 
needed in Nos. 3, 4, 6, 7, 9, and the accommodations in No. 11 
are not sufficient for the number of scholars.
